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Mr. Levitt described the prior art floor coatings and how the claimed floor coating 
differ from the prior art. An exhibit was shown. Mr. Cleveland discussed the applied prior 
art references and specifically how the primary reference, Hamrock, teaches away from 
water-borne coatings. 

No definite agreement on patentability was reached.
